ſhield is vnderſtood the ſhield of faith ; by the ſword, the 
ſword of the ſpirit. For the faithfull have nor onely to firiue 
againſt men & them{clues, bur alſo againſt Saran their ſpi- 
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ritual enemy, which is-moſt dangerous, forhe is ouer our 
heads ſo that we cannot reach him, and therefore he muſt 
be reſiſted by Gods grace. Dauid by taith feared notto fight 
with the Giant Golzah with a {ling anda flone,for he flung 
away from him his Armour and weapons which Saul pur 


. ypon him, Sam17.37.39. Nay,by fanh we reſiſt the De- 


uill, and euercome both the World & hiw,1 10h, 5.4-For all 
that is borne of God oyercommeth the Warld, and this is the 
wvittory that ouercommeth the world, even our faith. 

15. the word of God is called a 
ſharpe ſword, in theſe words, And out of his mouth went a 
ſharpe ſword, that with it he ſhould ſmite the Heathen, for be 
ſhall rule them with a rod of Yron, &c. Thele are infallible 
weapons which the weak faith of rhe Papiſts is nor able to 
reſiſt;which ſhewes rhat their faith is but counterfeir,and 
that ou:s is the true Cathelike and Apoſtolike . |
